Bakery Truck Drivers Back To Work 


CHICAGO (UPI) 
Loaves of bread were being put 
back on the shelves in the Chicago and Gary, Ind , areas 
today after a 10-day-old strike by truck drivers had left 
most stores without brand name bread items. 
Some 1,350 bakery7 truck drivers Saturday ratified a 
new three-year contract, ending the strike against five 
m ajor bakeries in the area. 
Drivers from Teamsters Local 734 in Chicago and 
Local 142 in Gary voted 685-to-241 to end the walkout. 
Local 734 President Harold J. O'Brien said. 
He estimated the strike “shut off about 70 per cent of 
the ready merchandise” in the Chicago area 
The bread truck drivers returned to work today and 
bakery drivers were due back on Tuesday. 
The new contract included an increase in base pay for 
some 1.100 driver-salesmen from $19950 to $209 50, 
retroactive to Oct. 30, and $8 increases in both the 
second and third year of the agreement, O'Brien said It 
will maintain the 5 per cent commission on any sales 
from $400 to $500, and a 7 per cent commission on all 
sales above $500, he said 
For some 250 transport drivers, it provided an 87-cent 
per hour first year raise and 60cent per hour pay hikes 
in each of the last two years of the pact, he said. 
Other benefits included improved vacation pay, an $8 
hike in health and welfare benefits and a SIO.IO increase 
in pension contributions. 
Team sters in Chicago Local 734 voted 535 to 205 in 
favor of the agreement Gary, Ind., Teamsters Local 142 
members voted 150 to 35 to approve, O’Brien said 
The bakeries involved are ITT Continental Baking Co., 
Interstate Brands Corp., New Process Baking Co., 
CampbellTaggert Co . and Ward Foods, Co.

Snow Storm Rips Northwest Indiana

“We had 57 overweight ladies 
in our project w ho were 20 to Ho 
per cent overw eight," Chapman 
said 
"By the end of eight 
weeks, they had lost on the 
average of a pound a week." 
Chapman conducts followup

volunteer 
project participants and says 
successful weight m anagem ent 
should continue if the women 
do not return to their old eating 
habits. 
The project got underway last 
February with the 57 women 
divided into three groups They 
met for IV h o u r sessions once 
a week for eight weeks Three 
women dropped out.

The project participants were 
encouraged not to eat "junk

Hunger and malnutrition are a daily way of life for 
thousands of Indiana families, a fact many of us 
would rather not face as we sit down to a bountiful 
Thanksgiving dinner. 
The price of food has risen over 50 per cent since 
1971, and while all of us are burdened with the rising 
cost of living, the poorest families have been hit the 
hardest. 
Many people assum e that because of government 
assistance programs like food stamps, all low-income 
households are now eating decent m eals. But un­ 
fortunately, that is not so. 
The sad reality is that only 40 per cent of all 
households with incom es below the poverty line are 
purchasing food stam ps, according to a recent U.S. 
Census Bureau study. In Indiana, only 30 per cent of 
those low-income fam ilies eligible for food stamps 
are using them. 
Many of the non-participating fam ilies cannot 
afford a nutritionally adequate diet, much less a 
traditional Thanksgiving dinner. 
The Indiana Nutrition Campaign has established a 
food stamp hotline, which has com e under some 
amount of critism lately It’s sole purpose is to help 
reach the needier fam ilies who are not sure how to go 
about applying for food stamps And, while there are 
still problems with the program, it is definitely filling 
a void in the state of Indiana, in that those who are 
truly qualified for the food stamp program are 
receiving help to get in that program. It also serves 
weed out those who are ineligible, and are currently 
cheating the taxpayers and the government by being 
on these programs. Those people hurt the ones that 
are truly in need 
The statewide toll-free number of the hotline is 1- 
800-382-9788, and there is no charge to find out if you or 
someone you know is eligible for food stamps. 
It just may m ake for a brighter Thanksgiving for 
someone in need.

After Heart Attack: Change Habits 
My husband, who Is strong as 
an ox, had a heart attack at 50. 
He survived it Now, I think he’s 
beading 
for 
another 
one 
because be refuses to cut down 
on his tensions and physical 
activity. Can you help me 
convince him that be ought to 
slow down? — Mrs. R.O., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. O.: 
Some people, 
like 
your 
husband, never learn. Others 
benefit from the terrible ex­ 
perience of a heart attack. I 
have known many men who 
would not think of giving up 
cigarettes, cutting down 
on 
their weight, or slowing down 
the pressures of work UNTIL 
they have a first heart attack. 
Then they become little angels, 
and from the moment that 
they’re 
brought 
to 
the 
emergency 
room 
of 
the 
hospital, cigarette smoking 
stops and they welcome a 900 
calorie diet. They quickly learn, 
too, that the office can get along 
without them. 
In most instances, when 
recovery is complete, men who 
have been given a 
second 
chance at life continue to spare 
their heart. They no longer 
smoke, they maintain sensible 
diets and modify their working 
habits 
In addition, they adhere to a 
regime of exercise specifically 
patterned after their need 


How one can convince a 
strong-willed, stubborn person 
that his life is at stake is dif­ 
ficult to say. Nagging certainly 
won’t do it. It may, in fact, do 
the very reverse. 
With the help of your doctor, 
you may be able to plan a 
sensible approach that will help 
your husband maintain good 
health 
I would like to call attention to 
the fact that there is a group of 
people who, after a heart at­ 
tack, go to the opposite extreme 
of your 
husband. 
Having 
completely recovered from the 
attack, they still five the fearful 
life of a chronic invalid. Even 
though the electrocardiogram 
may be normal, the mind and 
the emotions have not kept pace 
with the physical recovery 
They live in terror that 
another heart attack will occur. 
They are victims of their own 
fragile emotions. Instead of 
enjoying the gift of a new life 
they pamper themselves to the 
point of living their lives in a 
constant state of fear 
In between the extremes of 
your husband's behavior and 
these patients, there are many 
mature ways of reconstructing 
and enjoying one s life after a 
heart attack

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In the tradition 
steeped Senate, seniority still has its place. 
And because of that, the 17 men who will 
he sworn in as new U.S. senators a little 
after noon, Jan 
4. will not be absolute 
equals 
The Senate has a 
rigid 
system 
that 
determ ines which senators are more equal 
and which are less equal 
in term s of 
seniority. 
Form er senators are on top, followed by 
form er House m em bers and then by form er 
governors. The rest are rookies of equal 
stature. 
At the start of their careers, this little 
edge in seniority has only limited value — a 
chance at better office suites and perhaps a 
somewhat better shot at c o m m i t t e e 
assignm ents. 
But 
for those 
who stay around 
long 
enough, the seniority edge can become very 
im portant. 
Sens 
Jam es O. Eastland, DMiss., and 
John L 
McClellan, D-Ark., are the best 
exam ples of what a little seniority can do 
Both were sworn in Jan 
3, 1943, but 
E astland’s previous four-month stint in the 
Senate in 1941 gave him the seniority edge 
over McClellan, who had come over from 
the House 
As a result, Eastland is president pro-tem 
of the Senate, fourth in the line of succession 
for the presidency, gets paid $52,000 a year 
and gets to ride a chaffeur-driven limousine 
McClellan is not in the line of succession, 
earns $44,600 a year and drives his own car 


A traditional method used to gain seniority 
is for a retiring senator to sub/jjjl jjjLS 
resignation shortly after the election so that 
his successor can bt* sworn in early and get 
a jum p on the others. 
That is done, however, mostly when the 
sam e party holds the seat which this year 
happened only in M ontana. Michigan and 
Pennsylvania

Railroad Realities 


tty LAI RA BRETT A JOSEPH DELGATTO 


Just as a picture of life in the twentieth 
century might be show sleek automobiles, jet 
aircraft and space vehicles, no picture of 
nineteenth century lite was complete wiinout 
the railroad 
By the late 1840’s railroads were realities in 
m any A m erican com m unities Although they 
didn’t reach their zenith until after the civil 
war, 
the 
‘’roads” 
were 
laying 
tracks 
throughout the land and the whistle and 
steam of the engine was a common sight in 
both cities and the countryside. 
In 1847, New Albany was the largest city in 
the Hoosier state w ith a population of 8,181 To 
the north and west of New Albany was Salem 
with a population of 2,223 Since New Albany 
was a river port with access to other cities, 
bringing in goods and staples, some folks over 
at Salem, got the idea that it would be a good 
idea to run a railroad from New Albany to 
Salem to link the sm aller and larger towns 
together 
Tile leading light with the vision of a 
railroad was Jam es Brooks who ran a store at 
Salem 
He was born in Maine and had 
em igrated to Indiana He was thirty-seven 
years old when he convened the idea of 
tracks between Salem and New Albany. 
Although Brooks led the drive for a railroad, 
the Saiem ites hacked the idea with money 
and men. 
Brooks and his Salem ite investors m anaged 
to raise enough money by 1848 to m ake the 
railroad financially successful. Their real 
p oblem was to convince farm ers along the 
right of way to sell the new company land 
without overcharging for their real estate 
Brooks might have m ade a good preacher, 
politician or eon-artist He was able to get the 
valuable land he needed by convincing far­ 
m ers that if the new railroad dam aged the 
value of their land he would see to it that his 
company paid dam ages 
However, if the 
railroad increased the land's value then the 
farm er benefitted 
His unique method of 
dealing with the fan n ers worked and the New 
Albany and Salem Railroad which was to 
become eventually the Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville Railroad but commonly known 
as "The Monon Route" was born 
Within two years of its construction the New 
Albany and Salem was the third largest line in 
the state in term s of the num ber of miles it 
covered with its steel tracks and ties Only the 
Madison and Indianapolis with 88 miles of 
track and the Indianapolis and Heiiontaine 
with 28 mile outran the 27 m iles of the NAAS 
With only 212 miles of track in Indiana, 
President Brooks had a unique idea for his 
line along with one of the most unique 
charters ever i|sued to any railroad in any 


state in the nation 
The New Albany and 
Salem C harter gave the line the right to ex­ 
tend its line to "any other point or points in 
the sta te." The New Albany and Salem m ade 
the most of this unique opportunity. By 1854, 
Brooks had seen his original dream of linking 
the two southern towns expand into a gigantic 
dream of having his line cross the state, 
running from New Albany on the Ohio to Lake 
Michigan 


He accomplished this for his line by ab­ 
sorbing other lines. The New Albany and 
Salem was now able to cross the state, con­ 
necting the sta te ’s two largest bodies of 
Mater. Starting at New Albany the railroad 
ra n 
its 
tra in s 
to 
Salem , 
M itchell, 
B loom ington, 
G osport, 
G re en c a stle , 
Crawfordsville, Lafayette, Mono (then called 
Bradford) and on up through Starke and 
L aporte Counties to the lake. 
The early railroads were more colorful than 
to d a y 's co m p u ter o p e rate d jobs. E ach 
engineer was assigned an engine and he never 
operated any 
other 
than his particular 
locomotive. It was common for an engineer to 
stay with his engine through an entire trip 
which might take from two to six days. 
Since the locomotive were alm ost the 
personal possessions of their drivers they had 
to be given nam es which would distinguish 
them from their brothers At first, the early 
trains were named for the towns along the 
route Then, when a second generation of 
engines appeared they were named after the 
gods of greek mythology such as Apollo, 
M ercury and Achilles The gods soon died out 
in favor of nam es which designated strength 
and motion 
So engines would he nam ed 
Rover, Rusher, Samson, Tornado, Meteor 
and even R attler 
, These early trains used wood for fuel and 
took on water as well The wood cam e from 
farm ers along the line Since a load of wood 
fuel lasted about 28 miles, there would he 
"wood-ups" located every 20 to 25 miles The 
wood would h e cut iii four foot lengths and 
cost the line $1.41 for one cord The "wood- 
up" at Lafayette was the largest on the line 
and rem ained in use until 1870 
These early engines had no m eans of 
protecting anyone or anything from fires 
Sparks flew out from the top of the engine and 
often burned up woods and farm land 
In 
addition, crew and passengers could be 
quickly identified by holes burned in clothing 
W ater was taken on at likely places and was 
pum ped or "jerked" on board 
Thus the 
railroads added a new word to our language 
The places they took on w ater becam e known 
as ‘‘jerkw ater towns "

Specifically, 
the sta tu e m akes it a crim inal 
offense for any person to walk, 
ride, d riv e or be upon or along 
the right-of-w ay or yard of a 
railro ad com pany operating its 
lines w ithin this state, at a place 
other than a public crossing.

“ R ight-of-w ay" is defined as 
the track or road bed owned or 
leased by a railro ad which is 
located on eith er side of its 
track s and 
which

recognizable to a 
reasonable 
p erso n 
a s 
b ein g 
ra ilro a d 
p ro p e rty 
o r 
it 
re a s o n a b le 
identified as such by fencing or 
ap p ro p riate signs.

s ta tu te

d e fin e s 
“y a rd ” as a system of parallel 
tracks, cross overs, and sw it­ 
ches w here c a rs are sw itched 
and m ade up into train s, and 
w here c a rs or locom otives, and 
other rolling stock a re 
kept 
when not in use or aw aiting 
repairs. 
T here a re certain exceptions 
provided for within the law.
